SERIOUSLY HURT 


IN AUTO MISHAP 


Unique Defense For Franks9 Slayers 


Motorcycle On Which 
^he Was Riding: With 
Three Others Col­ 
lides With Large 
Truck. 


Florence Staley, aged 16. of G ettys­ 
burg. is in the West Side Sanitarium, 
York, with serious injuries suffered 
in 
a collision between 
the m otor­ 
cycle, on which she was riding, and a 
truck at F a rm e r’s, 18 miles east of 
G ettysburg, on the Lincoln Highway, 
early Tuesday evening. 
Two of her sisters and a man, who 
was operating the motorcycle on which 
the quartet was riding, were badly 
shaken up and slightly injured, none 
•if them seriously, however. 
In the crash betweefi the motorcycle 
and the truck, moat of Miss Staley’s 
clothing was torn from her body in 
some unexplainable manner. She w*as 
rushed at once to the 
W est Side 
Sanitarium. 
Details Of Mishap 
The ihi;-hap took 
place at 
7:50 
o’clock. 
W. Henry Glassie, tinner 
and plumber, who resides in the town, 
was turning from the highway to his 
shop. 
He says he thought an auto­ 
mobile was coming toward him and 
stopped crn«swise in the highw ay, 
nearly off the road, to allow the ap­ 
proaching car to pass. 
No car was 
coming, however, and just as he was 
about to sta rt th e motorcycle crashed 
into the truck. 
Two of the young ladies, Florence 
and her older sister, Marian Staley, 
were thrown from the vehicle. 
The 
driver, Roy Hockey, and the third 
bister, Mrs. Robert Godfrey, remained 
in the car. 
The two girls were pick- 
od from the road and taken to the 
W est Sidle Sanitarium , by 
Marvin 
Stam baugh, of F a rm e r’s. 
Fracture* Leg 
Florence’s injuries consist of 
an 
unusually deep gash and a probable 
fractu re to the left leg, cuts on the 
rig ht leg and severe bruises about the 
body. 
She is also suffering from the 
shock. 
The other girls were only slightly 
cut. 
The sisters were treated a t the 
York sanitarium while the driver, who 
only sustained minor lacerations of 
the hands, was brought to a physician 
here. 
The young people were on the way 
to York to take Florence, the one 
m ost seriously injured, there, where 
she was to visit with friends.

will be at the W est Side hospital for 
a few days at least.
